The Chief Rabbinical Council 
yesterday issued a strong protest 
over what it called the. “interfer 
ence” of the High Court of Justice in 
matters of Halacha. 

The council was referring to two 
Tecent rulings: one which said it was 
unlawful to bar women from 2 body 
convened to elect a chief rabbi of 
Tel Aviv and another against bar- 
ring a woman from membership in 
the Yeroham religious council. Al- 

though they protested against both 
rene the bis made it clear that 
they viewed the participation of a 
woman in the religious council as far 
more serious than membership in 
the electing body. 

I see that Ἂς High Court has 
interfered in matters that don't re- 
late to it. They infringed on our

To explaining the Ὑ ΟΝ Rabbini- 
cal Council's decision, Ashkenazi 
Chief Rabbi Avraham Shapiro told

He noted that the hostage issue had been a crucial 
factor in delaying the Syrian troop deployment throughout 
most parts of South Beirut. “The Syrians wanted to secure 
the release of the hostages through their mediation and gain 
all the credit and prestige. That is still one of their aims,” 
said Olmert. 

He maintained that the Syrians had not “lost face” by 
deferring their entry into South Beirut until an agreement

“seal” objects to make-believe ones like 
irons, washing machines, telephones or 
cameras. Unlike other electronic devices, 
it encourages the child to take an active 
part in running it. According to the re- 
search, five-year-olds can already get a 
great deal out of computer use. 

Levine recommends that the computer 
be placed in a prime location in the kin- 
dergarten room, and not in an out-of-the-
